EORGIA OFFICES FILLED YESTERDAY. 


Return of Senator Gordon to Washington. 
The Latest Gosstp About the 
Atlanta PostmasterShip. 


Washington, May 3.—(Special.)}—Though 
Mr. Cleveland returned yesterday and re- 
ceived callers for the first time in a week 
today, there were but few risitors. 

Tomorrow he will, perhaps, commence 
making appointments. The first batch to 
be announced will be about a hundred 
presidential postmasters that have been de- 
cided upon by the postoffice department 
during his absence. : 

Then he will commence on consular ap- 
pointments. ‘Assistant Secretary Quincy 
has made out a list of the applicants who 
he thinks best suited for appointments. 
These will be presented to the president 
within a day or two, On the list made 
out by Mr. Quincy are several Georgians, 
but because a name happens to be on Mr. 
Quincy's list is not positive evidence that 
he will be appointed. Mr. Cleveland usu- 
ally makes his own selections. 

What's the Macter with Buck ? 

Although nearly all the members of the 
Alabama delegation have been in Washing- 
ton since the adjournment of congress, they 
have gotten practically nothing. Colonel 
Oates called upon the president this morn- 
ing to know the reason why. The president 
told him that he desired incumbents to 
serve out their terms unless there were 
very good reasons for making removals. 
The president intimated that offensive 
partisanship and the use of federal offices 
for political purposes would be considered 
cause for removal. Colonel Oates said 
there were several such cases in Alabama, 
to which the president replied that papers 
should be filed in each instance and proper 
action would be taker. The delegation will 
unite now ip a strong effort to have all the 
present republican office holders in Ala- 
bama removed at once.

Harrison and Morton Took No Part in the 
Columbian Exercises. 


Washington, May 3.—A prominent democrat- 
ic senator was yesterday inquiring of officials 
here why it was that an ex-president and an 
ex-vice had not participated in the naval re- 
view and the opening of the world’s fair. 
This senator said that it has always been 
customary to take part in national affairs of 
this sort and recalled the fact that Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Hayes, as ex-presidents, partic- 
ipated in the Columbiam exercises last Octo- 
ber and that Mr. .Cleyegland was invited to 
the dedication of the World’s fair buildings. 
Whether Mr. Harrison or Mr. Morton was 
invited to the naval review of the opening of 
the world’s fair is not definitely known here. 
The fact is, of course, plain that neither 
of them attended either ceremony. The query 
is, why?

Ex-President Elected Commander of 
the Loyal Legion.

COUDERT’S ARGUMENT 
Arbitration in 


Behring Sea 
Paris. 

Paris, May 3.—At the meeting of the 
Behring sea tribunal of arbitration today, 
the Hon. John W. Foster, agent for the 
United States, informed the tribunal] that 
an authetnic report of the speech delivered 
by James C. Carter, of the counsel for the 
United States, would be presented this 


week, 

F. R. Coudert, of counsel for the United 
States, then spoke. The defense of the 
sealing industry in Behring sea by the 
United States was, Mr. Coudert declared, 
imperative and an attack on the sealing 
industry. was an attack on the United 
States. The United States raised the seals 
at the Pribylov islands in the same sense 
that the Australians raised sheep and it 
was impossible that the nature and cul- 
ture of the seal at the Pribylov islands 
Vould exist in common witb pelagic sealing. 
The seals at the Pribylov islands were ab- 
solute property, just as cattle and sheep 
were absolute property. 

Sir Charles Russell, of counsel for Great 
Britain, here interposed with the remark: 
‘Certainly not.’’ Mr. Coudert admitted 
that proof as the ownership was jmpossible. 
Some propositions were self-evident, al- 
though they could be demonstrated by no 
proof. However. when the seals were 
at the islands they could be branded and 
their ears clipped. The British commis- 
sioners recognized that the seals were 
American property when they said that 
the guard was inefficient to protect we 
seals from raiders. In that statement the 
right of the United States to protect the 
seals within a certain limit was recognized 
and it was absurd to say that the United 
States was unable to protect the seals our- 
side of that limit. Seals, Mr. Coudert ar- 
ued, were “ferae  naturae.” The 

ritish argument was not helped by that 
Latin term. 

Mr. Coudert went on to describe seal life. 
The seal, he said, was not a marine animal. 
It goes to sea only to seek food. It pos- 
sessed the animum revertendi and the ti- 
tle to the seal as absolute property was 
undeniable. The United States did not in- 
terfere with the freedom of the seals, which 
existed for peaceful purposes and it was 
not wrong doing on the part of the United 
States to promote instead of impeding the 
culture of those animals. 

The attention of the members of the court 
of counsel and spectators is rivited by Mr. 
Caudert’s remarkable fluency vf speech. 
Mr. Coudert devoted his argument in the 
afternoon to proving the necessity of pro- 
hibiting pelagic sealing in. order to preserve 
the race of seals. r. Coudert stated noth- 
ing new in the way of facts, but he pre- 
sented the case-in a novel and refinedly 
humorous manner which entranced and 
amused the tribunal and the great throng of 
visitors. Mr. Coudert emphasized the asser- 
tion that the failure of Great Britain ani 
the United States to come to an agreement 
as to Behring sea was due to the interven: 
tion of Canada. He compared pelagic seai- 
ing to the attack of Don Quixote to a flock 
of sheep. Touching the Sealers’ union, which 
insisted upon having a certain number of 
seal. hunters, who were nnskilled, Mr. Oou- 
dert said that such hunters kill or wound 
many seals which are lost.

Washington, May 3.—The 
test the constitutionality of the Geary act 
are being prosecuted by the Chinest Six 
Companies of San Francisco.

rence of the federal authorities to expedite 
the hearing was secured by the Chinese 
nation through the departments of state and 
justice. ‘The Chinese residents of the United 
States, to a very large extent, are subserv)- 
ent to the Six Companies and follow the ad- 
vice given by its otlicials in all matters. The 
companies advise the Chinese not to reg- 
ister as required by the act, but the Chinese 
minister advised the subjects of his govern- 
ment to respect the law. Within the last 
two days there has been a breaking away 
from the Six Companies to some extent anil 
the applicants for registration at San Fran- 
cisco are more numerous than can be ar- 
commodated by the present force. The col- 
lector has asked the treasury department for 
additional help. There will be no arrests 
made for violations of the law until after the 
supreme court has passed upon the measure. 
Should the law be-sustaineil, it is said there 
can be nothing like a general enforcement of 
it until congress makes an appropriation 
te mect the accompanying expenses. 

The question of the constitutionality of

WHAT EPRECKLES SAYS 


About the Situation of Affairs Over in 
Hawail. 

San Francisco, May 3.—The war cloud 
that appeared on the horizon at the time 
of the refusal of the captain of the Japat® 
ese cruiser Naniwa to return an escaped 
murderer to the provisional government was 
disseminated April 20th, when the fugitive 
was sent ashore from the vessel. 

Many annexation and anti-annexation 
meetings are being held in the islands. 

A factor not new, but more than ever 
important, has made its appearance in 
Hawaii politics, by the arrival of Claus 
Spreckles, the “sugar king,” on April 18th. 
Spreckles’s influence in the islands is very 
great. His opinion on the question of an- 
nexiution versus restoration has been eager- 
ly sought.. He has been charged with 
having conspired to bring about the revo- 
lution on January 17th last, in the interest 
of the sigar planters. Questioned as to 


: 


whether he favored a_ republic, Mr. 
Spreckles said: 

“IT have come down to investigate. While 
I have a link or two in the chain, my plan 
is not yet definitely outlined. The labor 
question is the all-important one, and con- 
stitutes my only objection to annexation. 
Planters must have cheap labor, and this 
necessarily must be Asiatic labor. Whites 
could not and Kanakas will not work in 
cornfields. The monarchy cannot be re- 
stored. If I could find a man of. ability 
whom I could trust, I would favor a re- 
public. The thing is to find a man. Give 
the United States a place at Pearl harbor 
in fee simple. That’s all they want. 
They could keep their ships there and 
protect us, if we could not take care of 
ourselyes.”

AN IMMENSE LAKE 


Made by the Bursting of Lewiston KReser- 
voir in Ohio. 


Bellfontaine, O., May 3.—The famous 
Lewiston reservoir, situated in the north- 
western part of Logan county, ten miles 
from this city, has burst through its banks. 
It covers twenty thousand acres but has 
spread into a lake stretching into every 
direction out of sight, The latest reports 
tonight from the scene of the flood are re 
assuring, and it is believed that such pro- 
gresg has been made as will prevent further 
opening at the present places, but the entire 
lower banks are saturated and in a very 
dangerous condition. Should further rains 
fall, no human power can stay an awful 
catastrophe, 

The towns and cities directly in the line of 
the’ floor are Sidney, Piqua, Tippecanoe, 
Dayton and most of the towns of the Miami 
valley between Dayton and Cincinnati. 
Telegrams have been sent to the authorities 
at all threatened places to prepare for the 
worst as well as they hastily can and to hope 
for the best. 

‘The Lewiston reservoir is said to be the 
second Jargest artificial body of water in the 
wens big, covered bridge, 150 feet in 
length, was swung completely round and 
torn loose and swept away.

So far no loss of life has been 
reported, but when the tlood subsides it 
will likely be revealed that more than one 
unfortunate perished. THe damage to prop- 
erty in Logan county alone is estimated at 
$50,000. Many farmers will lose everything 
and will be financially ruined. 


OVERFLOWED LANDS. 


The Rivers Continue to Rise, but Weath e 
Men Predict a Fall. 

Little Rock, Ark., May 3.—The river at 
this place still continued to rise. The 
-rise from 7 o’clock a. m. to 3 o'clock p. m., 
however, was only a tenth of an inch, and 
the weather bureau predicts a fall tonight. 
Much driftwood is coming down the stream. 
Several large barns and outhouses went 
down the stream today. Very little appre- 
hension for the safety of bridges is felt, 
as they are all substantial ones. Keports 
received from Saline county today say that 
all the farms in Perkins’s township are 
overflowed and crops ruined. All of the 
Perkins place but 100 acres is under water. 

The Waring place is covered with water, 
and the damage will be considerable. 
Backwater is fast coming up in the vicinity 
of Woodson. Parts of the Adams and 
Johnson plantations are inundated, ‘The 
“water is within e-feet-of-the..top of. 1 
bank at the Bryson place, and is pouring 
into fields along the river as far west as 
Conway, doing much damage to cotton 
crops. 


Special River Bulletin. 


Washington, May 3.—With regard to the 
lower Mississippi river, there 1s no appre- 
hension that the levees will be overflowed 
from the water at present in sight in the 
upper rivers. The levees are stronger and 
higher than ever before and the water will 
reach nearly to the top along any of the 
river courses. At Vicksburg the stage to 
day is 42.4 and will not go beyond 47 by 
the 23d or 30th. The levees will stand 
49 feet. 

At New Orleans the stage is 12.8 today 
and will not go beyond sixteen by the end 
of the month. The levees will stand 18.0 
eet. 

: The Arkansas river has not -risen as 
much as was anticipated a month ago. At 
Little Rock it is stationary at 2 
eet today. 

: The Gumberland at Nashville and the 
Tennessee at Chattanooga are low and 
stationary. There has been a rainfall of 
95 inches above Chattanooga, which will 
cause some rise in the next three days. 

The Missouri river is Jow and stationary 
at Kansas City and above. At St. Louis 
the Mississippi has risen only .02 of a foot 
the Mississippi has risen only 0.2 of a foot 
in the past twenty-four hours. The stage 
is 21.5. 

There has been a considerable rise at St. 
Panl in the last few days and the stage is 
high. The full effect of the rise will not 
be felt at St. Louis in ten days. by which 
time the river may fall a good deal.

Fannin 
refused to surrender unconditionally, but 
under promise of the Mexican general o 
fair treatment for his men he finally capit- 
oi in the face of overwhelming num- 

ers. 

What followed is also well known. The 
gallant band of Georgians was confined in 
the old Mission church, and a few days 
later were told to get ready to be paroled. 
They were marched out in double column 
unarmed only to receive a murderous fire 
from the Mexican dogs lying in ambush. 
Only ten members of the gallant band es- 
eaped, the others having beer murdered 
where they stood, expecting to be paroled. 

Among the latter was James Webb, of 
Americus; Brazil Lamar, father of Chief 
of Police Lamar, of this city, escaped as- 
sassination with the handful of his mates 
ge made his way back -vithin the union 
ines. 

After achieving independence, the state of 
Texas erected a monument at Goliad to the 
memory of the soldiers massacred there in 
her defense, and to each survivor of that 
terrible slaughter, as well as to the heirs of 
those killed, granted a league of the best 
land within her borders. 

Many of those entitled to this bounty 
have long since slept over their_rights, but 
not so with the heirs of James Webb. Re- 
cently they have received the patent to a 
large portion of the rich land in Texas to 
which they are entitled, and legal steps are 
now being taken to dispossess settlers who 
have taken up claims upon it. The estate 
lies in Tom Greene county, one of the most 
fertile in Texas, and embraces many thous- 
and acres of rich black prairie, worth at 
a low estimate, $10 per acre. 

Suit has already been entered in the fed- 
eral court at San Antonio, and there is every 
reason to believe that the Webbs will soon 
be in peaceful possession of their vast estate. 
They are represented by Hon. W. H. 
Brooker, of that city, and Fort & Watson, 
of Americus. 

There are many heirs to the property, 
among whom are Henry J., E. C. and R 
K. Webb and Mrs. Amanda Webb. of 
Sumter county, besides pumerous others 
whose names cannot now be recalled. They 
are among Sumter county’s best citizens 
and many friends will wish them success 
in the contest for their rights.

DECREE OF (CUBA'S GOVERNOR. 


He Calls Upon the Rebels to Surrend 
Within Eight Days. 


Havana, May 3.—The following is a ver- 
batim translation of a decree published in 
The Gaceta Official yesterday in regard to 
the insurrection that has broken out in the 
Oriental province of Cuba. 

‘Alejandra Rodriguez Arias, governor gen- 
eral of this island—Just when this country 
was rapidly progressing in its material in- 
terest and fully enjoying all the political 
rights as to other citizens of the Spcnish na- 
tion, several parties rise up against the in- 
tegrity of the territory in the eastern prov- 
ince. As I am firmly disposed to repress at 
any cost the criminal attempt to punish the 
delinquents and at the same time to protect 
the pa¢ific citizens who do not lend aid to 
the disturbers of the peace, in the use of my 
powers, I decree— 

‘1. After the publication of this circular, 
the territory of,the province of St. Imgo de 
tuba is decalared in a state of siege. 

“2. Persons accu of Tebellion, sedition 
or ef any other offense affecting the integrity 
of the territory, will be tried by a court mar- 
tial, according to the law of April 17, 1821. 

“83. Rebels who, within the term of eight 
days, surrender themselves will be exempt 
from punishment. 

**4, e civil and judicial authorities of the 
mentioned province may continue in their 
respective charges, but I reserve my right 
to transfer to the military jurisdiction all 
those criminal affairs which I consider con- 
venient.”

Macon, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—It is re- 
ported here today that a firm of Macon 
lawyers are preparing a bill to file against 
the Central railroad, petitioning that it be 
made to pay the dividend due on South- 
western stock. The contents of the pro- 
posed bill are not known at this writing, 
but the above is the spirit of it. The 
Central made its first default on the semi- 
annual dividend of the Southwestern last 
December, and the indications are that it 
will default again next July. The amount 
of dividend due last December was about 
$181,000, and the same amount will be 
due next July. The lease contract between 
the Central and Southwestern railroads 
stipulates that if the Central fails to pay 
the Southwestern dividend within | six 
mouths after it is due, the Southwestern 
stockholders shall have the right to demand 
that the Central deliver back the South- 
western road to its stockholders with such 
rolling stock, shops, etc., as it possessed 
at the time the lease was made. A South- 
western director said today thateif the 
past due dividend is not paid at the end 
of six months, which will be next July, 
it is very probable that the Southwestern 
will take steps to have the lease broken 
and revert to its independent organization. 
“For,” said the director, “I do not believe 
that the Hollins reorganization scheme will 
be accomplished and the Southwestern will 
be in position to withdraw from the Cen- 
tral.” Nearly ninety thousand dollars of 
Southwestern ditidend is annually paid at 
Macon, and a large sum is also paid at 
Savannah. So the importance to Geor- 
gians of the bill to be filed requiring the 
Central to pay the Southwestern dividend is 
very apparent.

The Veteran Professor of the State Uni- 
versity Passes Away. 


THE STORY OF A SPLENDID CAREER. 


Gallant Soldier, Brilliant Educat°r, Ele- 
gant Gentleman—All Athens Mourn- 
ing for the Popular Professor. 


Athens, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—T oday 
has been one of the saddest the wversity 
has ever known. Major Charles Morris, 
that venerable and superb gentlem:), great- 
ly beloved and honored tutor to whom 
thousands of Georgians were so strongly 
devoted, died at his home on the campus 
early this morning of a complicition of 
pneumonia and rheumatism. 

For twenty years Professor Morris has 
occupied the chair of belles letters and 
Greek. 

Charles Morris, son of Richard and Mary 
W. Morris, was born on Taylor’s creek, in 
the county of Hanover, Virginia, 0D the 
27th day of April, 1826. He was a few 
days past sixty-seven years of ave when 
he fell asleep this morning. 

At an early age he entered the University 
of Virginia, and from that institution he 
graduated with the degree of waster of 
arts and with high honors. He svon com- 
menced the practice of law in his native 
county, and in a short while was made 
commonwealth’s attorney. He was also 
representative of the Central railroad of 
Virginia. Just before the civil war open- 
ed he became professor of law in Wiluam 
and Mary college, which position he held 
when hostilities commenced. 

When Virginia seceded from the union, 
like the dashing cavalier that he was, he 
went to the front at the head of a company 
of intrepid Virginians, and for four years 
followed the flag of the south wherever 1 
was unfurled to the breeze of battle. He was 
a Virginian in every sense of the word, a 
soldier as brave and daring as ever went 
forth to fight for liberty, and when the war 
ended he was a major on the staff of 
General A. R. Rawson, of Savanuah. He 
accepted in good faith the abitrament of 
the sword, but never yielded in the least 
particular the principles for wiich his 
country fought. 

After the war he taught schoo! in his 
native county for a few years, and in 1560 
wascalled to the chair of belles letters 
in the University of Georgia, which honor- 
able position he filled with eredit to the 
day of his death, with the exception of a 
few years when he was in Virginia. 

Major Morris leaves a wife and six chil- 
dren to mourn his death. The children.are 
Messrs. Sylvanus Morris, James Morris, 
John Morris, Charles Edward Morris and 
Misses Mary Louise Morris and Susie Rose 
Merris. 

The body of Major Morris will be laid 
to rest in Oconee cemetery, and the funeral 
exercises will be held at the university 
chapel at 3:30 o'clock p. m. Rev. R. W. 
Anderson, rector of St. Mary’s church, of 
this city, and former pupil of /’rofessor 
Morris, will conduct the services accord- 
ing to the rite of the Episcopal church. 
The members of the board of trustees, the 
faculty of the university, the vestry of 
Emanuel church, the Kappa Alpha fra- 
ternity and the students of the university 
will attend in a body. They are requested 
to meet at the library building at 3 o’elock 
this afternoon. 

‘The pallbearers, both active and honorary, 
are requested to meet at the residence at 
2:45 o'clock. The active pallbearers were 
selected from among the fellows and stu- 
dents of the university.

A Gratifying Vindication. 

After weeks of searching investiga- 
tion and active work the federal grand 
jury has adjourned. The Gate City Na- 
tional bank case has been sifted to the 
bottom, and the result materializes in 
the shape of several indictments aguinst 
Lewis Redwine, the defaulting assistant 
cashier. 

When the bank was shocked by the 
recent heavy defalcation some very 
wild street rumors got into circulation, 
and irresponsible tongues took liberties 
with the names of good men who mer- 
ited sympaivy rather than = suspicion. 
' Some of the leading officials of the bank 
were talked about in a_ thoughtless, 
reckless fashion, and in this idle gossip 
the names of Messrs. L. J. and Welborn 
Hill and Cashier McCandless figured to 
some extent. 

The street rumors continued to circu- 
late until the grand jury unraveled the 
whole business and got at the truth. 
The jurors were our best citizens, and 
they were determined to let no guilty 
man escape. They have vindicated and 
exonerated the bank’s officials. Now, 
that the grand jury has completed its 
labors, they stand before the world 
without the slightest stain or suspicion 
of a stain upon their spotless integrity. 

All this is highly gratifying to the 
friends of these gentlemen and to the 
eommunity in general. he conduct of 
the Hills since their misfortune has been 
in the highest degree manly and unsel- 
fish. In their anxiety to see the deposi- 
tors receive their money, they have 
sold the splendid building belonging to 
the bank corporation for $160,000, a fig- 
ure far below its estimated value. They 
have done this, refusing to wait for bet- 
ter offers, because they desired to see 
the depositors paid at once. The trans- 
fer of the building will be made in a 
few days, and next week the depositors 
will get their money, every dollar of it. 

It is pleasant to call attention to these 
facts. It will strengthen the confidence 
which men naturally desire to feel in 
one another, especially in business cir- 
cles. The honorable and self-sacrificing 
course of the Gate City bank offictals, 
and their complete vindication, after 
their affairs had been turned inside out 
and subjected to a microscopic scrutiny, 
will be hailed with pleasure by all 
whose good opinion is worth having. 

The Constitution congratulates the 
bank officials and the stockholders upon 
the developments of the past few days. 


No Sectionalism in Tarift Reform. 

Among our dispatches yesterday was 
a telegram stating that the sugar plan- 
ters of Louisiana have become alarmed 
at the attitude of the northern press on 
the sugar bounty, and at the declara- 
tion made that the president has asked 
the attorney general if it would be legal 
to suspend the bounty at once, without 
waiting for the action of congress.

There can be no doubt that the 
prompt enactment of a revenue tariff is 
a pressing necessity, but it should cover 
the whole field and treat every pro- 
tected interest alike. The remedy is at 
hand, and it is so simple that we won- 
der it has not been taken advantage of. 
That remedy is an extra session of con- 
gress, the prompt repeal of the McKin- 
ley law, and an adjustment of the tariff 
so as to meet the requirements of the 
treasury and at the same time give the 
people relief from burdensome and un- 
necessary taxation. 

If an extra session of congress had 
been called the first week in March, as 
The Constitution suggested, the whole 
business of.tariff reform would now be 
well under way, and the administration 
would have had the power and influ- 
ence of the representatives of the peo- 
ple to strengthen it in its contest with 
the bond conspirators and millionaire 
money sharks of the east. 

We repeat, there is neither reason nor 
equity in suspending the sugar bounty 
ind leaving the rest of the tariff intact 
to await the slow action of congress. 
There is nothing in tlie bounty that is 
either beautiful or desirable, but it is 
no worse than any other part of the in- 
famous protection sysfem, which is rep- 
resented at its worst in the Mchinley 
law. 

Repeal this law and the sugar bounty 
will be répealed, and alohg with it will 
go all the accompaniments of repub- 
lican protection as represented in the 
acts that form that law. Let the dem- 
ocratie tariff pledges be carried out not 
by striking at the seciional features of 
the McKinley law, but by repealing the 
whole of it. Then, when this is done, 
there will still be a protective tariff to 
reduce to the revenue point. If a tariff 
for revenue only fails to provide a sufti- 
cient revenue for the government, then 
a graduated income tax can be imposed, 
ana this will draw contributions from 
the millionaire class which has not at 
any time been hasty or forward = in 
showing its anxiety to aid in supporting 
the government. It is a class that is 
always in favor of levying taxes that 
will fall on the earnings of the poor. 

Meanwhile there should be no sec- 
tionalism in tariff reform.

A Strange Career. 

Charles T. Yerkes, of Chicago, who 
will shortly move into a New York 
palace costing more than $1,000,000, is 
a man with a history.

He went to the far 
west, changed his name, made money, 
and several years later appeared with 
a bold front in Chicago under his real 
name. 

His success in speculatfon was start- 
ling, and after a tremendous coup he 
visited Philadelphia, sought his neglect- 
ed wife, presented her with an im- 
mense sum of money, and then returned 
to Chicago to a beautiful woman wham 
he had met and loved in his wander- 
ings. The Philadelphia wife got a di- 
vorce, and the speculator married his 
new love. 

One day Yerkes visited every Chicago 
newspaper office, and left a written 
history of his career. To each editor 
he said: “I want you to print this 
story. It is unpleasant, but I propose 
to become a power in Chicago and make 
my name respected. No door shall be 
closed to me or f my wife. But I 
want the public to know just what mis- 
takes I have made. I propose to hide 
nothing.” 

It was a bold stroke and it won. 
Yerkes became a power in Chicago, and 
continued to make money. Now, the 
ex-convict is building the most splendid 
residence in America, and next Septem- 
ber he will move into it. . 


How to Suppress Lynchers, 

The Chicago Inter Ocean heartily com- 
mends Governor Northen’s brief letter 
Against lynch law, published in these 
columns a few days ago. But our con- 
temporary does not think that it will 
do any good to offer small rewards for 
the apprehension of lynchers. It goes 
on to say: 

Several years ago when the white caps in 
southern Indiana became bold enough to defy 
the law and county officers failed to appre- 
hend them, the governor sent the attorney 
general of the state into that section to make 
a thorough investigation. It would be well 
for Governor Northen to follow this plan in 
Georgia. When there is a lynching in a 
community there is generally enough local 
feeling to shield the lynchers from the action 
of the representatives of the law in that com- 
munity. But the attorney general should 
have none of this lecal prejudice, and ought 
to have a higher ideal of duty. This would 
be a better way to discourage mobs in the 
south than the old plan of offering rewards. 
No man proposes to risk his own life for the 
smiall reward offered, and it means death to 
one who plays the informer. The Inter 
Ocean commends Governor Northen‘s deter- 
mination*to move against the lynchers hopes 
that he will be successful and that all other 
southern governors will follow hig example 
This crime can be driven from the south onl 
by stern enforcement of the law. 4

Only the Beginning. 

The farmers in the northwest aro 
restless and dissatisfied. They say that 
if they cannet enjoy prosperous condi- 
tions they can at least increase their 
physical comfort by seeking homes m a 
region where the climate is more genial. 

Already, the migratory movement is 
in full swing. It bas begun in Iowa, 
and the newspapers of that state ad- 
mit that their population is rapidly un- 
dergoing a change. The Cresco Times 
says that in some localities old settlers 
have sold out and left, and the same 
thing is going on all over the country. 


A representative of the Santa Fe rail- 


road is quoted as saying that his line 
has carricd 500 people this season from 
southwestern Iowa to settle in Texas. 
From northwestern Iowa many emi- 
grants have gone to California. As a 
rule these emigrants are persons of 
good financial standing. 

These people go to Texas and Califor- 
nia becausé those states have been well 
advertised. In the course of a few 
years, when Georgia spends a little 
money judiciously in disseminating in- 
formation in regard to our geological, 
agricultural and other advantages, the 
northwestern farmers will make a rush 
which so many home seekers went to 
in this direction. 

The fact ts, the conditions under 
the west a generation or two ago have 
undergone- a great change. There is 
no longer a south of slavery and seces- 
sion, and there is no longer any danger 
of unfriendly federal legislation that 
would disturb our commercial and in- 
dustrial affairs. Everything here in- 
vites; nothing repels. On the other 
hand, in the west hard times have 
caused the people to grumble more 
about the hard winters and cyclones. 
They have fourid out that the south is 
productive, progressive and peaceful, 
and they have an idea that if they can- 
not make more money down this way 
they can at least get more real comfort 
out of life. 

For years to come there will bea 
great migration from the northern beli 
of states to the south, and the move- 
ment has begun in good earnest. It is 
not too early for Georgia to ‘get ready 
for ft.

Some of the goldites are getting rabid and 
wild, evidently through sheer desperation. 

An instance is in the editorials which have 
lately appeared in The Standard Union, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., from which we make the 
folowing quotation: 

“The price of silver was not affected a 
cent’s worth by the alleged demonetization; 
pot one cent’'s worth. If silver becomes the 
stundaurd, if will be worth no more than now, 
and everything else will be worth less. The 
free coinage of silver at the old ratio weuld 
be the greatest swindle ever perpetrate! to 
denationalize the currency, and cheat sbove 
all the poor.”’ 

“(Cheat the poor!’’ 

The newspaper referred to. was end@vyoring 
to dispose of some editorial arguments in 
The Atlanta Constitution, which while in 
favor of the free coinage of silver, was ex- 
plaining the difference between free colnage 
under the present par relations between 
silver and gold and free coinage uider the 
commercial relations. The point behg made 
by the Atlanta journal, that if free coinage 
of silver was established making a s'iver dol- 
lar out of the number of grains required to 
bring it up to the commercial value of gold, 
“the proposition would be folly itself.”’ 

The statement of The Standurd Union that 
the demonetization of silver had not effected 
its value a cent’s worth, is equivalent to say- 
ing that by the withdrawal of the bighest 
bidder from the commercial market the article 
bid for wi lifetch just as much as before. 

All very small school boys know better than 
that. For the first principle of getting the 
highest price for an article is the retention 
of the highest bidders for it. Remove those 
highest bidders and the price of the article 
necessarily descends to the next lower grade 
of bidders. 

Demonetize silver in all the countrivs now 
using it as coined money, and the commercial 
value of silver at once descends to what 16 
will fetch for mercantile uses—-merchants be- 
ing the next lower bidders—which at a guess, 
may be in the neighborhood of 10 cents on the 
dollar of the present valuation. 

To state that an article does not descend in 
value at the withdrawal of the highest bid- 
ders, is almost too silly to print; yet the de- 
nial of such a result, and, too, by the consent 
of the noted editor of the named journal, Mr. 
Murat Halstead, a gentleman who ought to 
know better, necessitates an exposure of such 
nonsensical reasouings. 

There would be exactly as much sense ip 
saying that if there were only three bidders 
for a house, one at $10,000, a second at $5,- 
000, and a third at $1,000, that the house 
would be commercially worth as much after 
the removal of the $10,000 bidder as before his 
removal. 

Then the converse assertion that if silver 
again becomes the standard, that is, if the 
free coinage of silver again becomes a law, 
that it will be worth no more than now, is 
equally absurd. 

For it is equivalent to saying that even if 
the government is willing to pay miners 
$1.29 per ounce, the miners will prefer to 
seid it to Loadon and sel! it for 83 cents per 
ounce. 

How a supposed to be sensible newspaper 
can editorially print such trash is a probiem. 

We make no charges of bribery or. corrup- 
tion in this case, but something is wrong 
somewhere, and the striving to saddie the 
issue upon “the poor,” saying that it is one 
of the greatest swindies ever perpetrated 
against the poor, exhibits a remarkable con- 
dition of the mind to say the least. 

How the poor are swindled by obtaining 
a silver dollar that is commercially worth 
par, is not explained. But that ls one of the 
common ravings of the goidites, and seems 
to have been uttered in the desperation of a 
lost cause.

NEW YORK, May 3.—This has been & day 
great excitement at the stock exchange. 
‘he sales reached the large total of 586,601 
shares, liquidations having been on & more 
extensive scale than for a long time. There 
was nothing in the way of news to effect the 
process adversely. Sterling exchange was 
easier, and gold exports by Saturday's steam- 
ers are still in doubt.

THE CHICAGO MAREET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, May 3—The wheat market was somewhat 
uncertain at the opening this morning, and in the early 
trade sold a shade lower than the closing price of yes- 
terday, but the sentiment shifted toa decidedly frm 
feeling setin onan advance of %&c, holding pretty 
firmly and steadily aroand the top until until near the 
close, when there was a recession to inside figures, 
probably on account of the excited break in stocks i 
New York, This is to July, but May, however, was 
relatively stronger. Cables were practically no better, 
and advices as to weather conditions in Europe wer 
conflicting, but the absence of any excitement or 
strength in European ‘markets was pretty good evi- 
dence that the ouvlook was not regarded as very se 
rious, Domestic markets were easy at the start, but 
finally turned strong, probably influenced by the 
course of our market. The government @op and 
weather bulletin showed that the winter wheat crop 
was in an unpromising condition. There had been 
some gain in Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana, 
but elsewhere the outicok had grown worse. The 
spring wheat region was in a backward condition, and 
much of the seed sown before the late freezeup was 
said to be rotting in the ground. There was also some 
apprehension felt overa possible revival of the May 
deal. The clique has got most of the cash wheat in its 
control, and it begins to be suspicioned that it may try 
another squeeze. There was good speculative buying 
by the big traders. 

Corn showed decided strength on bad reports as to 
planting. for which the weather continues very unsat- 
isfactory. This is the tenor of advices from nearly all 
the corn-grown sections, and shorts showed consider 
able alarm. There was a good shipping demand, and 
cables were firmer. Toward the close there was a re- 
cession of ‘sc in sympathy with the break in wheat. 
July opened unchanged at 43%&c, sold at 43\c, ad- 
vanced to 444c and closed at 4440. 

Oats were higher on upfayorable crop conditions, a 
good cash demand and covering by shorts, but weak- 
ened with the other grains toward theclose. July 
started ‘c off at 29\%c, advanced to 3cand closed 
at 29'<c. 

Hog products started higher, but on free selling, 
largely by the bull interest, prices broke sharply, clos- 
ing atthe bottom. September pork at the start showed 
an advance of 17 ‘9c at $19.80, sold off toand closed at 
$19.49.

THE WEATHER TOO COOL FOR COTTON 


The Distribution of Rainfall Has Been Un- 
equal—Reports from the Different 
Sections of the State, 


While not so cold as last week the weath- 
er is tog cao] for cotton in the northwestern 
section, and rain hag delayed its planting 
a little later than usual. Very little cotton 
is up and poor stands are reported. What 
is up was greatly damaged by the frost on 
the morning of the 24th. ‘The fruit and 
corn also show the effects of the recent 
frost, corn planted early being hard and yel- 
low, Later corn is coming up well, and 
good stands are reported on uplands, while 
budworms are troubling snome. Bottom 
corn is yet to be planted, Wheat and oats 
look well, 

In north Georgia corn planting on low- 


lands is being finished and on uplands the- 


crop is being worked over. Its conditiéh 
is generally excellent, Wheat, eats and 
rye are doing well, but oats need more Train,

Whaet, while not 
very stocky, is heading out well. With the 
recent rains, a fair crop of oats seems as- 
sured. Strawberries and garden crops 
bave done excellently. Fruit is dropping 
suine, but enough remains for a fair crop. 
Hail has done damage at several points 
in this section. 

In some localities in. the central section, 
during the past week, no rain fell and oats 
and all crops are needing it badly. Cot- 
ton planting is about over. The general 
outlook for cotton is poor, as what is up is 
looking bad. Chopping has begun. Corn 
is reported to be in excellent condition and 
good stands are reported. Many have re- 
ported the destruction of corn and cotton 
from bud and cutworms. Grain is head- 
ing out and jooks promising. Fruit is gen- 
erally in fine condition, although complaint 


is made of its dropping at some points. At

There is a general complaint of the lack 
of rain in the eastern counties. Most of 
the week has been warm and only a few 
light local showers were reported. Cotton 


- isnot all yp yet, but that which was plant- 


ed early is now up in fine stands. The corn 
crop is being plowed and thinned out and 
generally looks well. Cutworms have 
been troubling corn particularly. Wheat 
and oats have a yellow and sickly look, 
due to the want of rain and will be serious- 
ly damaged unless the rainfall of this 
week covers that portion of the state. Peas 
have been about all picked. Potatoes are 
being shipped and will be extensively so 
during the coming week. Melons are not 
up to their usual standard, being rather 
small and backward. The fruit outlook 
continues to be enconvraging. 

Farmers in southwest Georgia are busy 
at work with their cotton and corn. Rains 
fell during the Week, but were very uneven- 
ly distributed. Temperatures were seas- 
onable during most of the week and on 
the whole the weather has been more favor- 
able than otherwise for the growth of aj! 
crops. Cotton is coming along slowly 
and is nearly all up. Corn is all up. Cut- 
worms have infested both cotton and corn 
to some extent. Onte look well. All gar- 
dep truck is duing fairly well except peas 
and melons which generally have a rather 
poor appearance. Fruit continues to look 
promising. 

In the southern counties a few light 
rains have occurred during the past week 
which have benefited crops greatly, al- 
though more is needed in some localities. 
A little cotton is still being planted, but, 
as a rule, farmers have finished this work 
and are now “chopping.”” The crop is in 
an average condition but some injury has 
been done by worms. Melons are looking 
well and promise a fine yield. Corn is 
rather small, but generally good. Rice, 
cane and potatoes are in excellent con- 
dition. 

A very favorable week is what is report- 


- ed from the counties on and near Georgia’s 


coast. Corn, cotton and nearly all other 
crops have been vigvrously growing, and, 
at present the weather continues favorable, 
though a little more moisture on the hill 
rops would be beneficial. The ravages of 
the budworm is still working some damage 
to corn, especially on lowlands, though the 
condition of the crop on the whole re- 
mains very good. Oats and gardens are 
generally in favorable condition, though in 
some localities they are standing in need of 
rain. ‘Truckers are beginning to pick and 
ship beans. Potatoes are a good crop. No 
bac reports received aboyt the fruit crop.

THE POLICE LAUGH 


And Say That There’s Nothing in Bkinny 
Hall’s Alleced Confession. 

The police laugh at the dramatic and high 
sounding confession of “Skinny” Hall, the 
leader of the famous gang of burglars that 
bears his name, in which he takes all the 
criminal responsibility of the gang’s actions 
upon himself, and stated that he alone, un- 
aided, and without the knowledge of either 
of the others who are under arrest for com- 
plicity with him, did all the robbing that is 


charged up to the gang. 

They say that they will have no trouble 
whatever in proving that Hall’s story is a 
fabrication from beginning to end. The of- 
ficers who worked up the case against the 
bold gang said yesterday that besides many 
other strong points of evidence against Hall’s 
story, they intend to prove that when the 
sefe of the Commercial Oll Company was 
robbed, which robbery is, charged to John 
Jackson, that Hall was sick in bed and could 
not possibly have left his bed to perpetrate 
the robbery, as he now claims that he did 

More than once The Constitution has given 
the history of this daring gang who operated 
right here in the heart of Atlanta and stole 
great quantities of goods, but it now appears 
that the half has never been told. From de- 
velopments of the past few days it seems 
that the gang’s wickedness is not half known 
to the police, and that many bold pieces of 
work that have never yet been uncovered 
were executed by them. 

The only three members of the gang who 
have been caught by the police are ‘‘Skinny’”’ 
Hall, the leader, John Jackson and Lawrence 
Evans, all white. Patrolman Barrett, Conu 
and Moncrief, who worked up the cases, dis- 
covered no less than five bad instances of 
burglary which was done by the gang. Hall 
and Jackson have already been convicted of 
one case each, and are awaiting trial on four 
others. Day before yesterday Hall made a 
strong effort to change the status of the case 
by stating in open court that he was guilty of 
all the burglaries. His reasons for this state 
ment are puzzling the detectives, but they 
laugh at the story. 

Yesterday Mr. Lawrence, of the Commer- 
cial Oil Company, by whom Jackson was for- 
merly employed and wlio was robbed by Jack- 
son, called at police headquarters. He gave 
the officers many facts which tend to throw 
light on the operations of the gang. He says 
the robbery of the safe of the Commercial 
Oil Company was not all by half that the 
company has suffered from Jackson and Hall. 
In the boldest and most daring manner, he 
states, Jackson, who was his trusted employe, 
robbed the company. Once he was sent to 
East Point witn a barrel of oil and returned 
with the statement that in unloading the oil 
the barrel had dropped, the head had bursted 
eut and the contents of the barrel were lost. 
It was afterwards learned that he delivered 
the oil and received payment for it in mer- 
chandise. Several instances were. cited where 
Jackson had brought in bogus reecipts for oll 
which was sent_ov$by him for deltvery. Jack- 
son worked a bold game and it was impossible 
to catch up with him. He was trusted by the 
company to thevvery highest. He was given the 
keys to the @ce and knew the combination to 
the safe. It is hardly likely in the face of these 
facts that the trumped up story that Hall 
now tells will result in freeing Jackson. who 
has already been convicted in a very bad case 
of burglary.

Dr. Martin aptly il- 
lustrated the fact that there is no character 
in zeal*that it is simply the steam in the 
engjne which drives the train on in what- 
ever direction it is headed, A righteous zeal 
must include love for God and hatred for 
sin, It must be like the vestal fires of old, 
always burning on the altar of the heart.

THE POLICE CHIEFS. 


They Are to Hold a Convention in Chicago 
May 15th. 


There will be a special session of the board 
of police commissioners today to decide upon 
the matter of sending two detectives to the 
world’s fair at Chicago and to make arrange. 
meuts for the visit of Chief Connolly to Chi- 
cago, where he goes to attend the national 
ae of police chiefs, to be held in that 
city. 

The big convention to which the chief of 
Atlanta’s excellent police force will be an 
honered delegate, assembles in the Windy 
City on May 15th, and Chief Connolly is go- 
ing. One of the matters that the commission- 
ers will attend to at their meeting today will 
be the arrangements for the chief’s trip. He 
will be granted a leave of absence, and -it is 
supposed that his expenses will be voted him. 

The convention which meets in Chicago 
within the next ten days is the second one 
that the chiefs of police of America have 
held, and it will be the first one that Chief 
Connolly ever attended. When the last one 
was held it was impossible for him to get away 
from his duties long enough to attend, but. 
he is going to be on hand when the second 
convention is called to order. 

The convention will gee | be in session 
four days. Its proceedings will be of great 
interest, as matters pertaining to the conduct 
of the police departments will be discussed 
by the finest officers in the country. The con- 
vention promises to result in much practical 
good to the police departments of the coun- 
try, and it will be much more largely attend- 
ed than was the first convention. 

Chief Connolly will no doubt be voted a 
leave of absence covering the time he will be 
away und he will take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to take in the big fair. During the ab- 
sence of the chief Assistant Chief Wright 
will be in charge. 

The other matter that will come before the 
board of police commissioners is the proposi- 
tion of Captain Bohnfleld, of the Chicago 
police force, asking that two of Atlanta’s best 
detectives be assigned to duty at the world’s 
fair, to remain there during the big exposition. 
This proposition has already been detailed in 
the columns of The Constitution. It is the 
theory of Captain Bohnfield that Atlanta will 
contribute to the fair many of her local 
thieves, who will go to that city to ply their 
vocation in the big field that will be furnished 
by the thousands of visitors to the fair. In 
order to protect the visitors, the Chicago of- 
ficers want Atlanta detectives on the grounds 
to identify all Atlanta crooks. The salaries 
of the detectives will be paid by the city of

. a Meeting at the Kimball — Other 
Gossip and News at the Capitol. 


Governor Northen is in receipt of a lefter 
from Dr. W. S. Yeates, the newly appoint- 
ed state geologist, in which he states that 
he will certainly be in Atlanta on the 15th 


of the month. 

He will then reopen the geological bureau 
of the state and will lose no time in mov- 
ing off with the survey. The two assistant 
geologists will not be appointed until the 
chief is consulted. 

The experiences of the geological board 
in the past have taught them that It 18 a 
wise thing to have agreeable men in the 
department, men who can go ahead with 
their respective surveys with a unity of 
aim and a unity of ambition. Dr. Spencer 
and Professor Whatley were always ot 
daggers’ points, and, hence, their work 
could not dove-tail. The chief geologist 
was. against Professor Whatley from the 
very beginning and would lend no endorse- 
ment to his efforts from the department. 

Dr. Yeates comes to the office of state 
geologist with highest recommendations. 
He has such experience in te tields of ge- 
ological surveys ag thoroughly equips him 
for a position of this kind. 

He has been in Chicago for the past 
month putting the mineralogical display in 
position at the world’s fair. Hie wrote 
Governor Northen the other day that he 
would bave to go by his home in Wasning- 
ton to arrunge tor removing his family to 
Atlanta, but would hurry through the 
work at the world’s fair and be in Atlanta 
ln time to have the geological department 
of state in full operation by the 15th of 
this month. 

The governor has written him to come 
just as soon as he can and bring the de- 
partwient out. It needs the hand of a 
man who is not only a scientist but a 
practical man who can make the people 
of the state who are taxed to support the 
department feel and know that tuey are 
benefited by the bureau. 


Southern Agricultural Commissioners. 


There was a weeting of several southern 
State agricultural commissioners at the 
Kimball house yesterday. 

The commissioner of Tennessee was 
there and the commissiofer of Mississippi. 
Colonel Bob. Nesbitt, the Georgia comiis- 
sioner, met them and they talked about 
adopting a uniform formula stamp for guano 
sacks in the southern states. The meeting 
Was not @ success because so few commis- 
sioners were in attendance For this reas- 
on nothing was done of a definite nature, 
but another meeting was ordered to be 
called by Commissioner Ne#pitt some time 
this summer. 

“I have decided to eall the meeting to be 
held in Atlanta some time in July,” said 
Commissioner Nisbett, yesterday, “and will 
invite every commissioner of agriculture in 
the southern states to come to it.

We want to elevate our plans of farming 
at the sovth—to study the conditions of the 
southern farmer with mutual desire to do 
better service in our spheres for the agri- 
cultural interests of our — states.

A Verdict Against the Richmond & Dan- 
ville— A Chickamauga Park Land 
Appraisement Appealed. 


The United States grand jury was not in 
session yesterday and Bailiff Bennett took a 
day off, but the usual number of witnesses 
were hanging about the corridors. 

Not many weeks ago the public would not 
have been surprised at any number of true 
bills implicating other parties besides Red- 
wine in the Gate City bank defalcation. Ru- 
mor went around on one ear and all sorts 
of absurd stories were given. credence in the 
heat of the moment. Now, however, that 
has changed, and since the grand jury has 
adjourned until May 29th there are very 
few who believe that the case will ever be 
taken up. again. 

The last true bill against Redwine was a 
veritable omnibus and contained three counts 
that reiterated all and each the fact «that 
$103,148.78 of the Gate City bank’s money 
had been embezzled and Redwine was ac- 
cused of this embezzlement. If any ground 
has been left uncovered in any former true 
bills, the omnibus bill will cover the entire 
surface. Colonel Nat Hammond, one of Red- 
wine's able counsels, was in the office of the 
clerk of the United States court yesterday 
moruting reading over the fourth true Dill 
against his client and making copious memo- 
randa. He also examined the “no bills” 


found at the same time. 

The finding of ‘the ‘‘no bills’ in the cases of 
Messrs. McCandless and L. J. Hill plainly 
shows that the grand jury was investigating 
in the direction of those gentlemen, and that 
the issuing of the subpenas. in the cases as 
mentioned was no suterfuge. It was stated 
in the course of the articie yesterday morn- 
ing that the grand jury had the right to ts- 
sue subpenas in the cases of the United 
States againsé fictitious personages, but such 
seems not to be the case. 

“Certainly the grand jury has no right to 
issue a supena ina case that does not exist,” 
said Colonel Hammond, in answer to a@ ques- 
tion. 

“The case that I recall most vividly just 
now is that of Ed Bruffey, who was sent to 
jail for an alleged contempt of court for not 
answering some questions about that East 
Point whipping scrape. The subpena read 
against some fictitious person, in a case that 
did not exist, and it was on this ground that 
he was released after a short custody.” 

fue Hus Appealed. 


A Chickamauga park case is up in the United 
States court and was begun yesterday morn- 
ing. Dyer Thomas, who had 165 acres of 
his. land condemned by the Chickamauga park 
uppraisers, is the man who is kicking at the 
— the government wants to pay him for 
iis property. Thomas’s land was appraised 
at $3,750, but he has appealed from this and 
thinks that his land is worth at least $4,000 
or $5,000. There are about thirty witnesses 
in attendance upon the court and it will be 
several days before it is concluded. Messrs. 
Glenn & Maddox and Payne & Walker, of 
(fhattanooga, represent the platntitt, and 
United States Attorney James represents the 
United States. 

A Verdict Against the Road. 


The jury returned a verdict for $2,500 in 
the case of Fireman Cox against the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad. The amount 
sued for was $25,000. C. TT. Ladsen_ repre- 
sented the plaintiff and Jackson, Leftwich 
and Black the railroad. 

UNCLE SAM’S MONEY. 
The Young Postmaster at Union Point, Ga., 
in the Atlanta Jail. 

Thomas E. Reed, a well educated and gen- 
tlemanly looking young man of about twenty- 
four years of age, who for the past two years 
has been postmaster at Union Point, Ga,, 
is now a prisoner of the United States, un- 
der the very serious charge of misappropria- 
ting the funds of Uncle Sam. 

Keed is an old Atlanta boy and is very well 
known here. A few years ago he was a mail 
carrier here, working in the postottice with 
perfect satisfaction to his superiors. After 
giving up the business of carrying maiis in 
this city Reed went to Union Point, where 
he located. 

Reed is a young man of very pleasant ad- 
dress, and as already stated of good educa- 
tion and tine intelligence, and he found little 
dithculty in making friends in the little Geor- 
gia town. Union Point is a town of about 
sixteen hundred inhabitants and the post- 
nuister receives a fairly good salary. Owing 
to his good standing in the community and 
evident fitness for the place, Keed secured 
the endorsement of the people of the place for 
appointment as postmaster. 


In due time he was appointed, and taking 


churge of the mails, he gave excellent sutis- 
faction to the people in the town who write 
letters and get mail. He ran the office in a 
faultless manner, and to all indicatious Union 
Point had a model postmaster. Kut it seems 
that the young mun became indiscreet and 
used for his private business affairs the money 
taken in by him from the receipts of the 
office. The young man gdmits the use of the 
money, but says he fully intended to replace it. 
‘ A few days age the shortage was discovered, 
partly owing to the young postmaster’s frank- 
ness. He resigned in January and turned the 
office aver to the new appointee, Mr. ‘Under- 
wood. After the discovery of the shortage 
Mr. Reed went to his bondsmen and placed 
at their disposal pro;@ty to the amount of 
$1,000 to make good the shortage. But this, 
it seems, was not done, and the United States 
officials took charge of the case, A warrant 
was sworn out against Mr. Reed and he was 
placed under arrest. 

The young postmaster was brought to At- 
lanta and lodged in jail yesterday. He was 
not placed in a cell. but allowed the freedom 
of the jail office. He hopes to come out of 
the trouble when his trial oceurs, as he had 
no intention to defraud the government. 

Another White Cap. 

J. J. Price. another one of the alleged 
Carrollton white caps. was arrested and 
brought to Atlanta yesterday. He was_among 
the many who were first arrested and lodged 
in the Oarrollton jail charged with doing the 
wholesale whipping in New Mexico district, 
Carroll county, but was released after two 
of the prisoners turned state's evidence, His 
ease, like that of the Duke brothers and of 
young Wright, was taken in hand by the 
United States court and a_ bill for conspiracy 
was found against him. He wa@brought to 
the Atlanta jail vesterday, and” will await 
trial in the United States court.,

An Old Negro Runs 4 Schoolmistress 
from School. 


LIVELY TIMES AT SUMMERHILL SCHOOL 


Thirty-One Pupils Before Recorder Cal- 
houn to Tell About tbe Big Row, 
Good Fines.

Thirty-one school children from one of the 
grades of the Summerhill colored school 
on Martin street were lined up 1m a straight 
row before Recorder Calhoun in police court 
yesterday afternoon and one by one they told 
of the big row that sorely disturbed the peace 
of that educational institution yesterday 
morping. 

It was one of the biggest trials in point 
of numbers, one of the most picturesque in 
character and one of the most unusual that 
has ever come up before the honorable re- 
corder, 

It all arose over the admintration of pun- 
ishment to a twelve-year-old girl, the child 
of Charles Sewell, an aged negro, by Sarah 
Sheedy, a mulatto teacher who presides 
over the grade in which the Sewell girl is 
being taught and it came near raising a 
very serious row. 

For some time past there has been bad 
blood between the old negro Sewell and the 
female teacher Sarah Sheedy. It grew out 
of a whipping which the teacher gave the 
girl and Sewell wrote a threatening letter 
to the teacher telling her of many bad things 
that would happen to her if she ever whip- 
ped his child ugain. He did not stop the 
child from school, however, and in a very 
few days it beeame necessary for the teach- 
er to correct her again with the lash. The 
disorderly youngster broke away froin the 
teacher while being whipped and went home. 

Yesterday the child was again called up 
to be whipped for the same offense. The 
other pupils were enjoying recess and the 
disobedient one was punished alone. She set 
up a fearful yelling, which was heard sev- 
eral blocks away! Sewell, who lives not far 
away, heard the loud racket and, making 
inquiries, learned that it was his child that 
was being whipped. 

The old negro ran as fast as he could 
to the school as soon as he heard that the 
teacher was whipping his child, and, rushing 
up to the door, eaccked loudly for admit- 
tance, which was refused. Like a madman 
the negro burst the door open and ran into 
the room. The teacher was i <a the 
youngster and Sewell ran up to her, and, 
catching her by the arm, sent her spinning 
across the room Janding her on the floor. 
He then proceeded to make the schoolhouse 
ring with his curses and threats. 

‘The teacher ran out of the room to go to 
the principal’s room for protection. Sewell's 
wife, who had followed, followed the teacher 
in hot pursuit and genuine bedlam reigned 
for several minutes. The old negro and 
his wife ran up and down the hallway 
shouting and trying to get to the teacher, 
who had taken refuge in the principal's office. 
It was about a half an hour before the 
belligerent and bloodthirsty parents of the 
naughty school girl could be persuaded to 
leave the schoolhouse. 

The trouble was reported to Mounted 
Officer Ivy, who arrested Sewell and his wife 
for disturbing the peace of the school. The 
school adjourned to police court, where eaca 
child in the grade was examined as to the 
racket. The trial lasted for quite awhile 
and furnished unbounded amusement to the 
court spectators. 

The two disturbers were given good fines 
for their mischief and were warned. that it 
would not be well for them to repeat it 
again. 


THOMAS BOUND OVER. 


The Negro Who Yet May Be 
Murder Goes to Jail. 


George Thomas, the negro who stabbed 
Will Jackson in a perhaps fatal manner, 
was yesterday afternoon bound over for as- 
sault with intent to murder by Recorder 
Calhoun. 

The stabbing occurred two nights ago in 
the rear of the saloon of Hamrick Bros. 
and Jackson was carried from there to the 
Grady hospital, where he has since been in 
an extremely dangerous condition. He is 
severely cut in several places andit is feared 
that he will die. Patrolman Grant. who 
separated the cambatants, arrested Thomas 
and placed him in the police station.

Mrs. R. S. Barrett entered the room 
a few minutes before the meeting was 
called to order and took & seat in one of 
the vaeant chairs. -She was cordially re- 
ceived by the commissioners. As soon 
as the minutes were read and approved 
Mr. Collins called attention to the fact 
that Mrs. Barrett was present and cesired 
to be heard on a very important .natter. 

“I have the petition in writing,” said 
Commissioner Thompson, handing it es he 
spoke to the clerk of the board, Mr. Tyler’ 
Cooper. ; 

It was in regard to the lorence Critten- 
den home, and called attention ‘wv the fact 
that six young women who mizht. other- 
wise be an expense to the county were in- 
mates of the imstitution. It furthermore 
stated that the building which was to cost 
$7,000, would be an ornament to the eoun- 
ty, while the movement itself was inspired 
by the most approved charity and was 
calculated to be of great benefit te society. 
lor that reason she desired the help of 
the board. 

“Il move,” said Mr. Collins, “if we can 
do so legally that we vote to this home 
the sum of $100 a month.

INDICATIONS POINT IN THEIR FAVOR. 


The County Improvements Require Bonds 
to the Amount of $600.000 and the 
Waterworks $183,000. 


Next Tuesday week the voters of Fulton 
county will settle the question of bonds for 
the contemplated improvements 1m the 
county building. 

On he same day, which is May 16th, 
the voters of the city, who reside within 
the corporate limits, will vote ou the issue of 
water bonds. 

The merits of these two important meas- 
ures have been fully discussed and there 
is scarcely a voter in the county who has 
not by this time fully made up his mind 
as to how he intends to vote in the election. 

Those who. reside within the city limits 
will vote’ in- both elections. Those living 
beyond the city limits will vote, of course, 
only in the county elecfion. 

The aggregate amouut of money that is 
represented by the bonds and which the 
ciuzens of Atianta are requested to warrant 
by their action at the polls 1s $783,000, 

This, in proportion to the weaith of the 
county, is eumparatively smali aud compared 
to the benefit which 1s to tollow from the 
improvements the expenditure is fully au- 
tnerized. 

The voters in the county will be required 
to vute only on the issue of $0UU,V0U0 worth 
vf bonds for the new jail, the reiurmatory 
prison and for improvements in the present 
courthouse. ‘Chis expenditure, itis urged, 
is absolutely needed and a refusal to grant 
it would seriously interfere with the execu- 
tion and enforcement of the law. ‘The jail 
is insutticieut to accommodate the prisoners, 
while the courtheuse, with four courts 1 


almost daily operation is totally inadequate to 


meet the demands of the law. As for the 
reformatory prison the ends of morality .and 
common foresight make it necessary that 
such an institution should be erected in the 
county. 

‘’o cover these contemplated improvements 
and to carry out these plans the county 
vommiissioners, elected by the people as their 
representatives, have agreed on the sum of 
$600,000 as the smallest amount. 

This will be divided as follows: Four 
courthouse, $100,000 for the new jail and 
$5u,000 for the reformatory prison. The 
courthouse is to be erected on the site which 
it occupies at present. 

The city, in addition to the issue of $600,- 
OOO worth of bonds for the county improve- 
ments, will also vote on the issue of bonds 
for $183,000 for completing the new water- 
works, 

There is no dispute as to the absolute 
necessity for this appropriation and the 
bonds will be voted by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. 

Without a good water supply the health 
of the city will be impaired and its pros- 
perity not only retarded but completely de- 
stroyed. 

The two elections have been consolidated 
for the purpose of saving time and to make 
one day answer for both elections. 

How About the Precincts ?
